The 
authors usually know little or nothing a>out the available fact of the assassination and 
not one lias boon here to use the third of a million pages I got from 13 Freedom of Informa- 
tion lawsuits and make available to all writers- which I know means those with whom I 
disagree. They imagine themeslves Sherlock Ilolmses and they are not even Pink ^anthers. 

I do not know of a single one of the rnahy theorized "solution" that is proven and 
tenable and you should have perceived that if any one is right all the others are wrong. 

There a*e no lends to be followed to solve the crime. The crime itself was never 
• f f icially investigate and wasn't intended to be. That is wliy there are no leads. And 
without legitimate leads private investigators can do no tiling on tho crime itself. 

I meant what I said about the ^ouse assassins committee. 1 knew from my contact with 
thejs fiat they did not intend to run the political risk of criticizing the official myth- 
ology in any substantive way and I was the source of most of tho stories critical of it 
during its life, /and when they were finished they’d proven me right. 

Please remember tliat whether or hot tliero was a conspiracy, which none of the books 
other than mine prove with fact, docs not identify thoso who conspired. When they are 
named that is made up.
